Electric Lamps. 


If we examine one of the electric lampi 


in the streets, we shall find it consists ot 
two lods, one pointing upward from the 
bottom of the lamp, the other hanging 
downward. The rods seem to touch, 
uid the brilliant flame is exactly where 
they seem to meet. Once a day a man 
:omes uruund with a bog of the rods. 
He takes out the old rods that were 
burned the night before, and places a 
new set in each lamp. After he hat 
jouo about, as if he were putting., new 
wicks into the lamps, and each is ready 
for its night's work, all the lamps are 
lighted iu broad day, to see that every 
me IB in proper trim. They are allowed 
to burn until the men have walked about 
.n the streets and looked at each lamp, 
(f all are burning well, they are put oat 
ill it begins to grow dark. If one fails 
x> burn properly, a man goes to that 
amp to see what is the matter. The 
rods are made of a curious black sub- 
stance, like charcoal, that is called car- 
•jon. 
When the lamp is out the two 


•ods touch each other. In order to 
iglit the lamp, they are pulled apart; 
ind if yon look at the flame through a 
imoked glass, you will see that the rods, 
Jo not quite touch. There is a small 
ipace between their points, and this 
tpace is filled with fire. Look at the 
•ods, or the copper wires that extend 
ilong the streets. They have no light, 
10 heat, 110 sound. The wires are cold, 
lark, and silent. If we were to push the 
,wo rods iii the lamp close together, the 
ight and heat would disappear, and the 
jurious, hissmg sound would stop. Why 
s this? Let us go to the woods near 
lorne brook, and it may be that we can 
iiiderstaud this matter. 


Here is the brook, flowing quietly 


ilong, smooth, deep, and without a rip- 
)le. We walk beside the stream, and 
ionie to a place where there are high 
•oeks, and steep, stony banks. 
Here 


.he channel is very narrow, and the 
vater is no longer smooth and silent. 
't boils and foams between the rocks. 
There are eddies and whirlpools, and at 
ast we couie to the narrowest part of all. 
iere the once dark aud silent water 
•oars and foams in white, stormy rapids. 
There are sounds and furious leaping 
uid mailing water aud clouds of spray. 
kVhat is the mutter? Why is the smooth, 
lark water so white with rage, so unpet- 
IOUB, so full of sounds aud turmoil? 
The rocks are the cause. The way is 
larrow and deep. The waters are hem- 
ned in, aud there is a grand display of 
lashmg white foam and roaring water- 
alls, as the waters struggle to get past 
,he iiariow place. 


It is the same with the electricity flow- 


ng through the large copper wires. It 
losses down one wire into the other, 
.hrough the lump, iu silence and dark- 
less, so lung as the rods touch and the 
>ath is clear. 
When the rods in the 


amp are pulled apart, there is a place to 
je got over, an obstiuctiou, like rocks in 
.he bed of the brook. The electricity, 
ike the water, struggles to get over the 
liudrance m its path, and it grows white- 
lot with anger, and names and hisses as 
t leaps across the narrow space between 
lie rods. 


There is another kind of electric lamp, 


ised in houses; it has a smaller and 
lofter light, steady, white, and very 
jeautii'iiJ. 


In these lamps, also, we have some- 


Mug like the narrow place in the brook, 
They are niaile with slender loops of 
lorbon, inclosed in glass globes. The 
ilectricity, flowing silently through a 
lark wire, enters the lamp, and finds 
inly a narrow thread on which it can 
-ravel to reach the home going wire, and, 
n its struggle to get past, it heats the 
,iny thread of carbon to whiteness. Like 
i live coal, this slender thread gives us 
i mild, soft light, as, long as the current 
lows. It seems culm and still, but it is 
snduring the same fury of the electricity 
.hat is shown in the larger lamps. 


This is the main idea on which these 


amps are mode : A stream of electricity 
s set flowing from a dynamo-electric 
machine through a wire until it meets a 
narrow place or break in the wire. Then 
t seeks to get past the obstruction, and 
;here is a grand putting forth of energy, 
md in this way the electric force, al- 
;hongh itself invisible, is made known 
;o our eyes by a beautifuflight.—Charles 
TSarnard in St. Nicholas.

Home Groses of Heart Disease. 


in answer to the query, if deaths bj 


disease of {he heart are more frequent 
than formerly, a New York exchange 
gives a brief answer by directing the at- 
tention of yonng people, especially, tc 
gome common facts. There ia an in- 
crease of heart trpnble, as there alwaye 
would be in feverish and hurried lives. 
Many lives are intense enough to strain 
the whole human system, and increase 
and hurry the circulation aud finally 
weaken it* A prominent English physi- 
cian has written his experience in the 
matter of athletic exercises. 
Yonng 


men, boys who are not fully developed, 
strain their young muscles, hurry their 
breathing and circulation, whether by 
athletic games or rowing. Of those who 
consulted him, he found hardly one who 
had a sound heart. The heart had been 
overworked, had been compelled to 
pump the blood faster 'than it could bear, 
and its power ne a heart was impaired 
for life. It was older than the rest ol 
the body. All excessive muscular ex- 
ertion makes mischief with yonng peo- 
ple, before the frame is hardened and 
compacted by time. The effects may 
not appear at once, but will remain in 
tine fact of lessened powers, and pro- 
mature age, or death. The growmp 
use of what are called nervines or stim- 
ulants will increase the tendency to heart 
trouble. Hurried circulation makes tlit 
heart work the harder and wears out tli; 
poor pump earlier. Aside from the med 
icines, which, when taken habitually 
are no more medicines (since tho&e are 
understood to be only remedial meas 
ores for disease), the growing use of to 
bacco is a serious evil. If used at al] 
freely, it most certainly uliortenb lite 
and when taken by the young (and boj; 
who are scarcely niore 'than infants ar< 
now seen with cigarettes), it prevent! 
full development and dwarfs aud twist: 
the whole nervous system. 
In thii 


weakness the heart shares and many t 
weak and trembling heart, which fiualh 
stops for very weariness, owes its weak 
ness to this powerful aud deadly nervine 
It does not kill at sight, but none tin 
less it does harm. A monkey will eai 
tobacco with impunity, but it does no 
follow that human beings will bear it 
And even men are careful about the juic< 
or oil. Keep thy heart with all dili 
gence," may apply to physical no lea: 
than to moral well-being.

Street-Cleaning in 1'arls. 


It may interest our municipal aathori- 


ties to learu that the amount appropri- 
ated annually for cleaning the streets of 
Paris, which are cleaner than those ol 
any other city of like tize iu the world, 
ia $35,000. This duea not include the 
coat of disinfectants, which are employed 
profusely iu the gutters and in the 
markets and other public places and for 
which 810,OtK> annually is expended. 
Thirteen million &qutire yards of road- 
way are swept and cleaned every morn- 
ing by 2,200 men, 950 women aud thirty 
boys, with 190 sweeping machines. 
These machines are 
generally two- 


wheeled aft'air.% similar to those used 
here. Two of them aro driven down a 
street, one following closely on the other. 
The first sweeps the luiuMIe of the road 
and the second takes the dirt and sweeps 
it to the gutter, where a strong current 
of water frnm the nearest hydrant hur- 
ries it into the sower, the women help- 
ing it along with their blooms. This 
plan .would not work here, since themnd 
would soon fill up the sewers, but so lit- 
tle dirt is allotted to accumulate in Paris 
that each da\°s sweepings aw easily ow- 
ned away, by the aid ol «* atiandBnt 
flow of water, and it is oaly in some 
parts of the city that the filth is still 
rich enough to be carted away »od sold. 


It must )>e remembered that Paris has 


smooth pavements, to begin with, and, 
further, that instead of allowing the dirt 
to accumulate for a month or six months, 
the streets are kept clean all the time. 
Chemical disinfection is also.a TBty im- 
portant part of this service, and it is con- 
nected with the system of sprinkling the 
street)!, which is ahrried on at all seasons, 
exWpt when it is Tery cold, at a cost of 
some $90,000. All this expenditure to- 
gether would not compensate one of our 
contractors for leaving the dirt in the 
•treets.—Philadelphia Times.

Guiteau said this morning to a 


guard at his door that he was prepar- 
ed to be hung and would just as leave 
it were to-day as to wait till Friday. 
At this time news of the adverse de- 
cision on the petition for respite had 
not reached the jail, but he didn't 
seem interested in the result About 
11:30 Rev. Hicks called and informed 
him of the decision. This announce- 
ment seemed to have no depressing 
efl'ect 
He talked as cheerfully as 


ever and expressed some feeling be- 
cause the president referred the sub- 
ject of the respite to the attorney 
general, saying President Arthur 
should have takeu the responsibility 
himself; that he (the prisoner) had 
not appealed to the cabinet, but to 
the president, as his act had made 
him such; the least the president 
could do was to respite him for a 
short time until the case could be 
heard in the supreme court of the 
United States.
